ROMEO life, though at times ham- 
pered by the war, did not stand still 
while Yorkist and Lancastrian fought. In 

. England one result of the absorption of 

/ the central power in political matters was 
the rise of a powerful middle class from 
among the trading interests. In Ireland 
the weakening of the central power was 
much more noticeable. Politically, the 
period is marked by a Celtic. resurgence, 
and the struggles of the three great 
families—Ormond, Kildare and Desmond, 
Economically it is marked by the vitality 
of the seaport towns, whose actual in- 
dependence made some of them more like 
the city-states of Italy and Germany than 
like the English Corporations. This in- 
dependence was due to a certain similarity 
in the position which the ports of Ireland 
and the cities of Northern Italy held. In 
both countries the central government was 
too weak to enforce its decrees effec- 
tively, and in both countries there 
were powerful nobles struggling for their 
own ends. Of course, in Italy the 
political position was more ‘complicated 
and acute owing to the Guelf and | 
Ghibelline factions, while in Ireland the 
aim of the seaports was to avoid absorp- 
tion or domination by a local power, while 
at the same time keeping on fairly good 
terms with them. This was best achieved 
by upholding the central power, but onl 
so far as did not interfere with their own 
economic interests. Thus uncomforteble 
feculations were not strictly enforced, and 
in return for their help they acquired 
privileges which gave them very real 
measures Of self-government. 


GALWAY AND THE CONTINENT. 


Galway was in many respects the most 
distinctive Irish seaport of the period. It 
had great natural advantages, and during 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries 
built up a prosperous commercial inter- 
course with France and Spain. This was 
largely duc to the trading genius of 
thirteen Norman families—Athy, Blake, 
Hodkin, Browne, D'Arcy, F font, Ffrench, 
Joyes, Kirwan, Lynch, Martin, Morris 
and Skerret, who were known as the 
‘Tribes of Galway.” They formed a close 
oligarchy, and, like most oligarchies, were 
selfish, and kept all the Corporation 
Offices in their own hands. They were 
proud, too, of their Norman extraction ; 
but it did not prevent them from taking 
advantage of their distance from central 
power in Dublin, and during the 
fifteenth and the greater part of 
the sixteenth century they ignored 
stifling economic regulations against 
trading with the native Irish, or with the 
Continet. It was not till late in 
Flizabeth’s reign that the Government 
dared effectively to, dictate to the haughty 
corporation, and from that time Galway 
declined. The destruction of the Eliza- 
bethan wars and the enforced embargoes 
on her Continental trade were fatal to her 
prosperity. But it is more cheerful to 
picture Galway while she was still 
developing in her own way, and, for the 
fifteenth century and most of the 
sixteenth. she was still the mart through 
which vast quantities of fish, hides, skins, 
beef and tallow were collected from the 
country round, and shipped to the 
Continent, In return, the . Spanish 
argosies came to the quays with their

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

_The report of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions stated that as the result of a conference 
of ay éa from Diocesan Boards of Mis- 
sions, held in Dublin in April, 1929, the 
Missionary Council of the Church of Ireland 
adopted a schame of suggestions for the 
more effective organisation of missionary 
activities in dioceses. The Board 
had adopted generally the principles 
laid down in the scheme. The first sugges- 
tion was that Diocesan Boards should pro- 
mote the formation of a missionary commit- 
tee in every parish for the fostering of mis- 
sionary interest and work. The second sug- 
gestion was that the necessity should be im- 
pressed upon Diocesan Synods of appointing 
as members of their ards of Missions 
persons who took an active interest in the 
work of missions, and that in addition to 
members of the Synod representatives should 
be appointed of (a) missionary societies; (b) 
women, and (c) young people. gi 

The third recommendation was that a 
Missionary Education scheme be organised 
in each diocese, whereby a regular course of 
education should be given in a parish on the 
fundamental principles of missions. The 
fourth suggestion was concerned with the 
tours of deputies from various societies. The 
last recommendation was that each Diocesan 
Board should form a group of speakers, who 
would undertake to study and advocate the 
causes represented by the various Missiouary 
Societies. 

THE NEED OF LAY INTEREST. 
_Mr. Bolton Waller, in proposing the adop- 
tion of the report, said that it was hoped 
that the re-constituted scheme would be an 
effective machine. They wanted to make it 
clear that missions were the concern not 
merely of missionary societies, but the con- 
cern of the Church of Ireland as a whole, 
and of every member of it. There was need 
for greater lay interest in and sympathy 
with missions. 

He referred to the progress of missionary 
work in China and other places, and said 
that in the Simon Report a tribate was paid 
to the work of Christian missionaries in 
India. All these things gave cause for hope 
and encouragement. More missionary work 
would strengthen the spirit of the Church of 
Ireland. 

The Rev. W. T. Grey, in seconding, said 
that the primary duty of the Church of Ire- 
land was to evangelise, and to evangelise not 
within the bounds of this country or that 
country, but te evangelise the world. 


| Lord Edward Fitzgerald. 


The adventurous and dramatic career 
of Lord Edward Fitzgerald, the Dublin- 
born politician, who played such an im- 
portant part in Irish affairs in the latter 
half of the eighteenth century, is recalled 
by the sale this week at eby’s, in 
London, of a: selection of his letters. 

Lord Fitzgerald, who was born in 1763. 
was the fifth son of the first Duke of 
Leinster, and a grandson of the second 
Duke of Richmond. He was born at 
Carton House, near Dublin, and, joining 
the Army in early life, served in America 
on the Staff of Lord Rawden, afterwards 
Marquess of Hastings, being wounded at 
the battle of Eutaw ainn in 1781. 

In 1783 he returned to Ireland and 
became member for Athy in the Irish 
Parliament. He was associated with 
the small Opposition led by Grattan, but 
took little part in debate, and soon after- 
wards again crossed the Atlantic to serve 
as Major of the 54th Regiment. He 
fraternised with the Indians, and was 
adopted by the Bear tribe of Hurons as 
one of their chiefs. .

But Ireland had still a strong call 
for him, and he returned to his parlia- 
mentary duties. He advoca the 
abolition of hereditary titles, renouncing 
his own title, and because of his presence 
at a revolutionary meeting was dismissed 
from the Army. 

His closing years were full of incident 
and strife. In 1796 he joined the United 
Irishmen, whose aim was the establish- 
ment of an independent Republic. Two 
years later, when many of the members 
of that body were arrested, he had the 
chance of escape, but refused to leave the 
country. He hid in the house of a 
feather dealer in Thomas street in 
Dublin, but the offer of £1,000 for his 
arrest proved successful.

A Royal Adventure. 


Tt was in 1821 that the advantages of 
steam-boats over sailing ships were 
demonstrated in connection with the cross- 
Channel passage.

When 
he got as far as Holyhead, the wind 
remained unfavourable for several days. 
so the King chartered a little steam packet 
boat called the Lightning, and, despite 
the warnings of his retinue, he set out for 
Ireland on the morning of August 12th. 
At half-past four that afternoon he landed 
at Howth to the astonishment and dis- 
concertion of those who had arranged to 
give him an official welcome some days 
later. The King was so pleased with the 
steam-boat that he promoted her captain, 
Captain Skinner, to be a commander in 
the Royal Navy.

A Needle Bicentenary. 


The needle has proved such a boon to 
humanity that wide interest is deserved 
for the celebration by the Needlemakers’ 
Company this week of the foundation of 
the modern methods of manufacture of 
needles at Milwards two hundred years 
ago. 
á erude kind of needle had, of course, 
been used long before that time; for even 
primitive man found it necessary to im- 
provise an instrument having a 
resemblance, ‘n principle at least, to the 
modern needle. 

It is known that needles were in use 
among the Chinese many centuries ago, 
and both needles and thimbles have been 
found at Pompeii. The introduction of 
the needle into the British Isles has been 
traced back to the end of the sixteenth 
century. The Needlemakers’ Company 
was set up in the reign of Henry VIII., 
and it received the charter of incorpora- 
tion from Cromwell in 1656.

JEALOUSY AMONG TOWNS. 


Among other privileges, Galway claimed 
free from the Ormond rights 
to the prisage tax on wines unladed 
at her port. As may be imagined, 
it was avery. valuable privilege 
which was much © resented; but. 7 
fiuential as the Ormonds were, Galway 
defied their rights in the matter until as 
late as 1584; A picturesque account has 
been left by an ftalian visitor, who, in 
1568, related how he saw, at one: view, 
while at Mass in a private house, ‘* the 
Blessed’ Sacrament in the hands, of the 
priest, boats passing up and down the 
river, a ship entering the port in full sail, 
a salmon killed with a spear, and hunters 
and hounds pursuing a deer’’; upon 
which he observed ‘‘ that, although he had 
travelled the greatest part of Europe, he 
had never before witnessed a sight which 
combined so much variety and beauty.” 
An anecdote of some years later, however, 
amusingly illustrates Galway’s predomi- 
nent place in Ireland’s Continental trade. 
It reports that a foreigh merchant, meet- 
ing with an Irishman, demanded in what 
part of Galway Ireland stood, as if Galway 
had been the name of the island and 
Ireland only the name of the town. 

As with the towns of Northern Italy, 
jealousy played no small part in Irish 
inter-municipal history. This is especially 
the case with Galway and Limerick, since 
Limerick was the only other port of real, 
importance in the West. Galway mer- 
chants were continually accused of fore- 
stalling the Limerick markets by going to 
Limerick and offering foreign traders 
higher prices for their wares, thus induc- 
ing them to leave Limerick and to go on to 
Galway. Fortunately it was not possible 
to prevent Limerick fran taking an 
appreciable share in the Spanish trade, 
nor to prevent her from exporting hides’ 
and other wares, as well as corn, from the 
rich neighbouring districts of the Golden 
Valley. ‘Travellers were usually well 
impressed, and, in 1536, it was thought 
““a wondrous proper city,’ and “a little

On the south-east, Waterford held a 
position somewhat analogous to that of 
Galway on the West.

Her 
eminence as a port was due to her situa- 
tion and ficent harbour, where it 
was reputed that ships of 300 to 400 tons

FOUND DEAD IN TRIM

Mr. L. O'NEILL called attentien to a 
statement made a few weeks ago by Senator 
Bagwell to the effect that—‘‘On the whole, 
the higher the valuation the better the 
brains.”’ In the old days, he said that 
persons who were elected to the Dublin Cor- 
poration were described as merchant princes. 
Before the Reform Act the Corporation was 
composed of men that he, advisedly, would 
describe as highwaymen and genteel 
scoundrels, who posed as men of wealth and 
class distinction in the annals of Dublin. It 
was this class that the Minister: proposed to 
reinstate in the public life of the city by 
means of this bill. This commercial franchise, 
he said, was insidious and dangerous. It 
was a direct invitation to Communists to go 
on, and would resurrect a class which, in his 
opinion, would be very dangerous in the 
public life of the country. 

THE VOTING. 

The Minister for Local Government, reply- 
ing, said that the City Manager would be 
carrying out, in regard to this franchise, the 
same duties that he would have to perform 
under the ordinary local government fran- 
chise. The matter had been fully gone into 
with the city officials, and it was believed 
that these proposals were the best that could 
be framed.

THE NEW CORPORATION'S 
POWERS. 


On the Report stage of the Local Govern. 
ment (Dublin) Bill, 1929, 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment to 
make sure that the new Corporation in dis- 
cussing the question of allowances for super- 
annuated employés would treat the em- 
ployés of the urban districts which were 
being brought in as though they had been 
employed by the City Corporation. There 
was a possibility that the Corporation, in 
dealing with the superannuation of redundant 
employes wouid make a differentiation be- 
tween the employés hitherto employed by 
the City Corporation and those brought in 
from Pembroke or Rathmines Urban 
Councils. The object of the amendment was 
to indicate clearly that the intention of the 
Legislature was that there should be complete 
amalgamation and no such differentiation of 
treatment between the old employés and the 
new employés. ‘ 

. Mr. GUINNESS said that the proposal 
in the amendement had already been dis- 
cussed and ruled upon. It implied that 
employés from Pembroke and Rathmines. 
who had not pensionable rights, were brought 
under the Corporation employés’ rules and 
would be entitled to pensions. 

UNDER PENSIONS SCHEME. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, said the bill actually provided 
that employés of Rathmines and Pembroke 
Councils. who would automatically become 
employés of the -new Dublin Corporation, 
would come under the pensions scheme for 
workers that the City Corporation had, and 
they would be entitled to count their service 
in Rathmines and Pembroke as service under 
the Corporation. The objection to the 
amendment was that it was unnecessary. It 
suggested that there was a particular 
standard way of dealing with the employés 
in the city, whereas each individual case 
was dealt with on its merits. The amend- 
‘ment might suggest to employés in Rathmines 
and Pembroke that they were going to be 
dealt with in the same way as some par- 
ticular person in Dublin had been treated. 

Mr, COMYN supported the amendment. 

Mr. 0’ FARRELL suggested that it should 
also be applied to the employés of the rural 
bodies taken over. 

The amendment was defeated. 


FIXING THE CITY MANAGER'S 
SALARY. 


When the bill was in Committee an amend- 
ment was carried, on the motion of Colonel 
Moore, that the salary of the City Manager 
be fixed by the Council, with the approval of 
the Minister. 

Mr, MILROY now moved that the amend- 
ment he deleted, and that the matter of 
salary be left in the hands of the Minister. 

Mr. COMYN protested against the House 
being asked now to reverse a decision which 
had been arrived at by vote after mature 
deliberation. 

Mr. BROWN favoured the fixing of the 
salary by the Minister. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that it would make 
no difference who had the fixing of the 
salary, but the Senate should stand up for 
the right of the Corporation to fix it. 

The MINISTER spoke against the original 
amendment, which was deleted on a division 
by 27 votes to 11. 

The report stage of the bill was passed.

CIVIL SERVANTS’ SALARIES 


On the second reading stage of the Appro- 
priation Bill, 

Mr. JOHNSON raised the question of the 
position of civil servants in respect of the 
periodical revision of their salaries. The 
reduction in the cost of living index figure 
had seriously affected the civil servants whose 
wages were low. He hoped the Senate would 
support him in the view that there should 
be a suspension of the reductions in 
bonuses, and that something liké stabilisa- 
tion of civil servants’ salaries khould be 
secured. There was great disattisfaction 
amongst many classes of the Civil Servants, 
and he suggested that there should be an 
inquiry into the incidence of the bonus 
System, and how it affected Civil Servants. 

GOING BACK TWENTY YEARS. 

Mr. KENNEDY complained that the 
Revenue Commissioners were asking people 
to furnish statements regarding their busi- 
nesses which went back for the past twenty 
years, whereas, on the question of refunds, 
applicants could not go back beyond six 
years. owing to the Statute of Limitations.

MAYOR'S WELCOME. 

The Mayor of Kilkenny (Councillor 
Duggan), welcoming His Grace, said he was 
no stranger to them; he was one of their 
own, born in the city, which delighted to 
honour him. In asking His Grace to accept 
the honorary freedom of thu city, they were 
moved by a spontaneous desire to ge ee po 
to one whose native genius an undless 
zeal had enabled him to win great triumphs 
for the Church, and to maintain the mission- 
ary traditions of those grvat figures in the 
religious history of ihe country who, in 
foreign lands, spread the light of faith. They 
conveyed to His Grace how deeply they were 
stirred by the wonderful project which he 
had inaugurated of raising in Liverpool a 
Catholic Cathedral which, in its architectural 
genius, would be the most: imposing and most 
beautiful temple in Great Britain. 

Alderman S. W. Bourke, proposing that 
the freedom of the city be conferred on His 
Grace, said the name of Archbishop Downey 
would ring along the halls of the universities 
of this country, of England, and the 
Continent, while his fame and reputation as 
a philosopher was world wide. The name of 
Archbishop Downey was synonymous for 
fellow vas By, and a kind and sympathetic 
understanding of the people’s needs. 

Councillor Thomas Power, who seconded, 
said he was present at one of the first Masses 
celebrated by Dr. Downey in Liverpool after 
his ordination to the priesthood. 

DR. DOWNEY’S REPLY. 

Archbishop Downey, who was received with 
prolonged applause, said he was proud of his 
mother’s city, and felt very honoured indeed 
to be made a freeman of Kilkenny. He 
thought anybody would be proud to be made 
a freeman of Kilkenny, whether born there 
or not, because of its great historic associa. 
tions. 

In the course of his reply, Dr. Downey 
read a telegram he had just received from 
the Rev. Father O’Ryan, one of his parish 

riests in Liverpool, informing him that the 
British Education Bill had been dropped by 
the Prime Minister that day, and said he was 
very pleased indeed to have that knowledge.

A more restricted interest was 
taken in the cattle section, where the level 
of merit was up to a fair average. Horses, 
however, showed a distinct advance in 
quality, and competition proved so keen that 
the judging occupied a considerable time. 
Over 20,000 visitors attended, and had a 
great deal to interest them, from the usual 
show exhibits to the working dairy and the 
horse jumping competitions, as well as the 
arts and crafts exhibition of articles made 
by students of the Crawford Technical In- 
stitute and School of Art, and the Cork 
County Technical Instruction Committee. A 
high standard of education and craftsmanship 
was attained by the students. Many of the 
examples on view displayed a technique of 
high development. and great credit is due 
to the students and teaching staff, as well as 
the organisers. The number of prizes won by 
the students of. the Cork County Technical 
Instruction Committee totalled eleven firsts, 
fourteen seconds, and five highly commended. 
The educational exhibit of the Department 
of Agriculture and the Cork County’ Com- 
mittee of Agriculture attracted considerable 
attention, special interest being taken in the 
poultry section, in view of the coming World’s 
Poultry Congress in London. Visitors also 
saw here specimens of sound and warbled 
hides, with some particulars of the loss caused 
by warbles, while the value of cow-testing 
and careful breeding was demonstrated by 
three daughters of that remarkable dairv 
shorthorn cow, Empress, which did so well 
in her class. Two of these cows were full 
sisters by Melleray Monarch, and at two 
years old ope had a milk record of 668 
gallons, with 247 lbs. of butter fat, and the 
other a record of 615 gallons, with 240 lbs. of 
butter fat. while the third, a four and a half 
year-old, by a Bessborough bull, had a re- 
hs of 898 gallons. with 572 lbs. of butter 
at. 
The sheep driving and penning demonstra- 
tions were followed with close attention. 


THE ENTRIES. 

Although competition at this show is open 
to all Ireland, it is a remarkable fact that 
85 per cent. of the live stock exhibitors re- 
resented various parts of the County Cork. 
fost of the remaining 15 per cent. came from 
other parts of Munster, with a small number 
from Leinster. Both provinces were repre- 
sented in the butter and poultry sections, 
while in the dog show there were entries 
from as far North as County Antrim.

Mr. O’Connor—What became of these’ 

The witness—My caretaker.at Aughavanagh 
took my suit case, while I put the two bottles 
into a locker in the library. 

Continuing, Captain Redmond said that he 
had no drink of any kind at Aughavanagh 
that day. He left Aughavanagh at 7.10 p.m. 
The routé which he took was very moun- 
tainous, the road rising for three miles 
beyond Aughavanagh. 

e had heard that day that an old friend, 
a Mr. Gregg Cunniam, had died, and he 
called at Cunniam’s Hotel at Ashford to 
express his sympathy with his relatives. 
MOTOR CYCLIST ON ROAD. 

Having described the journey from Ashford 
to the point where the collision occurred, 
Captain Redmond said that he was driving 
at about thirty miles an hour. He saw a 
motor cyclist coming against him, and when 
he was about forty yards away the motor 
cycle began slowly to turn on the road. His 
only course was. to veer to the other side of 
the road. 

Suddenly a cyclist loomed up just in front 
of him. When they were a few yards distant 
the cyclist looked up, and, seeing the car, 
seemed to lose his balance. He turned into 
the car. 

Captain Redmond said that he heard a 
crash of glass and pulled up the car. Later 
he saw a man lying on the road. A crowd 
collected, and the man was put into the car. 
He tried to turn the car to go to Loughlins- 
town Hospital, but a Guard came up, and, 
accommanied by the Guard, he went to Cabin- 
teely Barracks. 

At the barracks he spoke to Dr. Pim on 
the telephone, and was told that there was 
no hope for the boy, and that it was not 
worth while bringing a surgeon from Dublin. 
He then talked with the Guards for a few 
hours. and about midnight Superintendent 
O'Reilly came in, and said he would have 
to charge him with being drunk in charge of 
a motor car, as a result of statements taken. 
That was the first time he was formally 
charged with being drunk. He was then 
allowed to go home in his car, which had only 
one lamp. 

Mr. O’Connor—At the time the collision 
took place, were you perfectly sober ?—I was. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lavery, K.C., 
the witness said that the only drink he had 
on the 16th April was a portion of a bottle of 
champagne. When he drew up his car at 
Cunniam’s he did not notice that the bar in 
the front of the hotel was closed. 

Mr. Lavery—But did you not leave -your 
car in front of the bar entrance ?—I did. 

Then. is it not extrfordinary that you did 
not notice that the bar was closed ?—I do not 
know. At any rate I did not notice it. 

Did you see any other people in Cunniam’s 
that day’?—I did. I noticed some people in 
a room on the right-hand side of the hall. 

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE. 

Surgeon Meade said that on the evening of 
the 16th April he received a telephone call 
from Cabinteely Barracks. Captain Redmond 
spoke to him, and told him that he had been 
involved in an accident, in which a boy had 
been seriously hurt, and he wanted to know 
whether he could come out and do something 
for the boy. The witness explained he could 
not do so without an invitation from the 
doctor who had charge of the boy. 

Mr. Kingsmill-Moore—Do you think that a 
combination of leeks and alcohol would leave 
: ungent smell seven hours afterwards ?—

Dr. J. B. Magennis said that he examined 
Captain Redmond, and found that, his blood 
Et was twice that of a normal person. 

his high blood pressure was a hereditary 
ailment. Any shock would raise his blood 
pressure enormously, make his face flushed, 
and, incidentally, his eyes watery. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Can the average 
person drink the major part of a bottle of 
champagne without any ill effects ?— Yes, if 
they are used to it. 


WOMAN IN THE CAR, 

Mrs, Montgomery Martin, a director of 
Dublin Service Flats, Ltd., Pembroke street, 
said that Captain Redmond was an occupant 
of one of the flats for seven years. On 
the date in question she went with Captain 
Redmond to Aughavanagh, and on the way 
they had lunch at Hunter’s Hotel. The 
then went to Aughrim, where Captain Red. 
mond ordered some groceries. . At Aughrim 
the proprietress invited her to tea, and after 
that they went to Aughavanagh. There 
was nothing unusaal about Captain Redmond 
from the time when they left Aughrim till 
they reached Aughavanagh, and he was per- 
fectly sober. here was nothing unusual 
about his driving from the time when they 
started from Pembroke street till they came 
to the scene of the accident. 

At that point a cyclist came along, and 
the next she heard was a crash. After the 
collision Captain Redmond pulled up and 
went to the far side of the road. People 
collected, and a man named O’Brien stood 
on the running board and shook his fist into 
Captain Redmond’s face and said that he 
was not fit to drive a car.

AT THE BARRACKS. 

Mr, Montgomery Martin gave evidence of 
having received a telephone message from 
Mrs. Martin regarding the accident. He 
immediately went to Cabinteely and found 
Captain Redmond in Cabinteely Civic Guard 
Station. The defendant appeared to be ex- 
cited as a result of the accident, but there 
was no sign of his haying partaken of drink. 

Mr. John Hanon, manager, Messrs. 
Stevens’s, cycle merchants, Aston’s Quay, 
gave evidence to the effect that the bicycle 
which the deceased man was fiding was 
capable of covering a speed of from twenty- 
five to thirty miles an hour. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until this morning.

NECESSITY FOR MAP IN 
EVIDENCE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

The Great Southern Railways Company 
sued Charles Moore, omnibus owner, New 
street. to recover £18, expense incurred by 
reason of the negligence of the defendant's 
servant in the driving of a ‘bus in the 
Coombe on the 3ist July last year. The 
company’s servant, William Reynold, was 
driving a car which was being used in the 


| catering department of the railway, when 
the defendant’s “bus struck the car and 
injured it. While it was under repair the 
company hired another car for eighteen days 
at £1 per, day. That was the sum now 
sued for. 

The judge asked for a map of the scene 
of the accident, but there was not one forth- 
coming. After a while a copy of the Ordin- 
ance map was. produced, with the focus in 
quo marked on it. 

The judge said that he had protested many 
times against the habit of persons in cases 
like this coming into court without a map. 
It was difficult to decide the case without 
the aid of a map. In future he should 
insist upon. the production of a map, and, of 
course, the expensé of the map would form 
part of the costs to the party who succeeded 
in the action. 

After some evidence had been taken, the 
hearing was adjourned.in order that a proper 
large scale map of the scene of the accident 
might be produced. 

Mr. Corbett (instructed by Messrs. Bradley 
and Son) appeared for the company; and 
Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. Keery) 
appeared for the defendant.

Those who 
kept vigil on Portmarnock strand on 
Tuesday morning were assisting at a 
historic occasion. The Bremen proved 
that an East to West flight was possible ; 
the Southern Cross has shown that, 
equipped with ‘‘wireless,’” a three 
engined machine, weighing more than 
eight tons, can battle successfully with 
the perils of the North Atlantic. Twenty 
years hence, no doubt, flights to the 
United States will be as common as flights 
from London to Paris, and machines such 
as the Bremen and the Southern Cross 
will be regarded almost as we regard 
Stephenson’s “ Rocket’’ or ‘‘ Puffing 
Billy *’ to-day. Nevertheless, the names 
of Kohl and Kingsford-Smith, with their 
gallant comrades, are names that will live 
for ever inthe history of flying; and we 
may rejoice that Ireland has had her 
share in their triumphs. 
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Disarmament and Distrust. 


Several months have passed since the 
representatives of three Powers signed a 
Pact that limited their armaments and 
established a five years’ “ holiday ” from 
further building. While negotiations 
were in progress, and even after the 
signature, public opinion in the three 
countries disagreed about the benefits of 
The general British attitude 
has been made manifest on many 
occasions ; certain influences in the United 
States condemned Washington's participa- 
tion violently ; and the Pact will not be 
ratified in Japan without serious 
opposition, The Tokyo Government had 
hoped to submit it to the Privy Council 
within the next month; but its hopes 
are unlikely to be realised. Much 
of the delay, according to the Tokyo 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, is 
due to a change in the wmperament cf 
the Japanese people, who, in the early 
flush of political franchise, are less 
disposed than they were formerly to 
accept blindly the decisions of their 
leaders... They do not lack cause for their 
hesitation. Japan, like Britain, consists 
of a group of islands, and she_ is 
confronted with like problems. Her 
coastline is large; its protection calls 
for incessant patrolling; and since most 
of her supplies are drawn from abroad, 
she needs a powerful navy to preserve her 
communications, She lies surrounded by 
powerful enemies. On the west the grow- 
ing power of China menaces her, and 
Soviet Russia is a perpetual danger. From 
the east, if at any time the Kellogg Pact 
fails of its purpose, she has reason to 
fear the United States. 

There can be no question that the 
United States has come well out of the 
Treaty. Her need for a great navy is 
small in comparison with that of the two 
island Powers. Her resources are within 


suggestion of a food blockade in the event 
of war. Yet the American people, with 
an evidently insatiate thirst for pre- 
eminence in every respect, complain that 
the. Treaty, which has established the 
United States’ naval strength on a level 
with that of Britain, and nearly half as 
large again as that of Japan, has not 
done them justice. What does the United 
States want? Specifically, the opponents 
of the Treaty claim that the present 
strained relations between France and 
Italy may result in war, in which case 
Britain can exercise her “ safeguarding ”’ 
right to build more ships. Politicians 
ef the Pacific seaboard, moreover, profess 
to fear Japan, but an era of international 
peace ought not to be preluded by 
distrust. It is clear to the least intel- 
ligence that this demand for superiority 
in arms where none is required implies 
distrust of the Kellogg Pact and its 
guarantees, Yet from the country whence 
the Kellogg Pact originated comes the 
fiercest opposition to its first practical 
manifestation. The Pact will be ratified 
at Washington, but it will not be ratified 
without lengthy criticism and intense 
opposition. 

Alone among the nations, Britain can 
claim to have been inspired by altruistic 
motives. Before the War her Navy was 
by far the strongest in the world; and 
not only her pre-eminence, but her need 
for it, were recognised. Britain’s Empire 
is scattered over the seven seas, and, if 
the links that bind its parts once are 
broken, her power will be crippled. Other 
navies since the Armistice have assailed 
her pre-eminence; France, the United 
| States, Japan and Italy have been in- 
creasing their armaments far beyond the 
pre-war level. As they increased, so

Tradition 
lingers where the progress of commerce 
misses pockets of a past culture, and, 
in Scotland especially, a glen or a 
peak here and there, remains an unsoiled 
witness of a less selfish generation. A 
French Government for several] centuries, 
until the ‘“‘logic’’ of the Revolution 
decided otherwise, exempted the citizens 
of Domrémy from taxes in honour of the 
Maid. Such appreciations of psychology 
are foreign to British Governments, but 
there is no reason why the most com- 
mercial of Administrations should not 
recognise the value of. sentiment to 
national well-being. 


The Althing. 


** Quid debeas, o Roma Neronibus ''— 
Horace in the classical] age and Edward 


what a civilisation owed to the adventure 
of one man. Yet, a new world owns its 
Nero—the consul, not the emperor—in the 
form not of a man but of a community. 
Iceland in the eighth and ninth centuries 
of our era laid the basis of our polities 
and introduced its contrast to the decaying 
creeds of imperial Rome. Originally 
nothing, it became the settlement of the 
most vigorous of those Nordic peoples who 
infused vigour into Western Europe, and 
from its shores the first man to reach the 
American continent—Lief Erikson—set 
sail. Moreover, Iceland produced the first 
parliament known to the world, and, 
during the last days of this week, she will 
celebrate the thousandth year of its in- 
auguration. Westminster claims to be 
the mother of parliaments, but we may 
wonder to what extent the originators of 
the Saxon Witanagemot were indebted for 
its existence to their kinsmen at Thing- 
vellir, The first Althing of Iceland met 
on the circular plain of Thingyvellir to co- 
ordinate the government of an island that 
hitherto had consisted of separate setitle- 
ments, From time to time interrupted by 
political convulsions, it has remained the 
expression of a free people’s will; and 
during Iceland’s history it has fathered 
the glories of the sagas and the enterprise 
of heroes. Every race has offered its quota 
to the development of humanity; old 
Hellas her literature, Latin Rome her 
system of colonial administration, the 
Semites their. metaphysical and religious 
force. Without doubt the Althing was 
the supreme achievement of the Nordics, 
and without its message England must 
have endured the agonies that France 
suffered under the Terror.

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MR. BALDWIN ON COMING 
OF DEMOCRACY. 


FAITH IN PEOPLE’S 
COM MONSENSE.

Mr. Baldwin addressed the members of .the 
fourth Imperial Press Conference at Grosvenor 


| House, Park Lane, London, yesterday, taking 


as his subject “ England after the War.” 

Speaking on the growth of the Labour 
Party in recent years, Mr. Baldwin said: 
The Labour movement gradually tended to 
become a P go like other parties, a party 
with mixed motives, a party containing much 
that is good and much that is not . In 
other words—an ordinary, healthy politica: 
party. The Labour Party in England has 
come to stay. So far as I can see, the 
Labour Party is, and, I think, will be, the 
alternative Government to the Government of 
the Right. 

For good or ill, he went on, the new 
world began in 1918, and just at that time 
we had in this country a new franchise. 
People were tired, rattled, nervous and senti- 
mental, and they opened doors very wide, 
almost to complete manhood suffrage. We 
had got to a position when the political 
power in the country had got ahead of the 
Ar experience of the country. Historical 
nowledge was valuable, it tended to make 
people cautious, but there were dangers. 
“H you hit your head against a brick wall 
you will learn not to do it again. There is 
always a risk that you may break your 
skull, and that is the peril of democracy. 

England was a very highly industrialised 
community, and there had grown up a most 
complicated system of wages in every 
industry as a result of higgling and adjust- 
ment between the trades unions and the 
masters from generation to generation The 
war upset the whole of that. 

ing the war, when adjustments had to 
be made of every kind, wage anomalies found 
their way into the schedules, and he remem- 
bered when, in a great steel works, the 


labourers were getting more money than the 


skilled engineers’ He did not think that any- 
an had more to do with the succeeding 
troubles and restlessness than the re-adjust- 
utent of the wages during the war. ‘‘It is a 
marvel that we ever came through it alive 
when you look back,”’ remarked Mr. Baldwin. 
‘‘Our statesmen had a burden cast upon 
them in the war heavier than any body of 
men had ever had.” 
PROBLEM OF LEADERSHIP. 

In political life it is infinitely easier to lead 

a Government than to lead a Party in Oppo- 
sition, added Mr. Baldwin, amid laughter. 
Referring to the swing to the left, politically 
in Europe, after the war, he said it was the 
growth of that feeling which led ta the 
general strike in this country. I always held 
that the general strike was bound to come, 
and it was no use attempting to evade it. 
It was part of the polition! experience which 
had to undergone, and part of the lesson 
which had to be learned. e were saved by 
the commonsense of the country. After about 
a week’s experience of the general strike the 
whole commonsense of the country—Labour, 
Liberal and Tory—came to the conclusion 
that that sort of thing would not do, and it 
failed, and I do not Fe pee it will be tried 
again. It was.an experiment, and our people 
learned wisdom by it, because, fortunately, 
they only bruised their heads against the 
brick wall instead of splitting them. 
_Mr. Baldwin then turned to the last elec- 
tion, and said— All kinds of reasons were put 
forward after my defeat, not only by an 
ingenious Press, but by countless ingenious 
individuals all over the country. 
Many people said it was because 
J had enfranchised a lot more 
women; many said that it was because | was 
so stupid; many said that it was because | 
was a Socialist myself. (Laughter.) ‘The 
real fundamental and underlying reason was 
this—l spoke of the move to the Left. 1 
hope that I have made you understand that 
that move to the Left, to some extent, is a 
permanent feature of our life—that Labour is 
our alternative Government. That move to 
the Left has been strong ever since 1918. In 
1924 you may remember that my party won 
the election with a very large majority. I 
have always believed that we should have 
wou that election, in any case; but there is 
no doubt that the feeling that was engendered 
on the .Russian question by the Zinoviev 
letter helped to swell that majority 
to a much greater size than the circumstances 
of the time, apart from that, would have 
warranted. So when we came in there was a 
feeling not often expressed, but running 
through the rank and file of the Left, that 
their movement had been dammed up when it 
ought to have flowed, for some reason that 
they could not quite fathom, but which they 
felt was not quite fair. 

Now, during all the time we were in un- 
employment kept pretty bad. ‘There was a 
lot. of short time srw- worked and a good 
deal of distress, and, owing to the prolonga- 
tiou of the time of unemployment, a good 
deal ot feeling of despair. hen you have 
those feelings combined, what more natural 
than that men in the industrial region should 
say: Well, we are going to give our own 
fellows a try, to see what they can do. That, 
I think, was what happened, and | think 
that accounted for the tide that flowed 
through the industrial region—pertectly 
normal. perfectly fair, and it led to the 
present situation. 

A DIFFICULT SITUATION, 

The present situation is a difficult one for 
a democracy. You have a minority Govern- 
ment. But, at the same time, although it 1s 
not my duty to speak for Labour Ministers, 
1 am perfectly certain that those responsible 
for the Labour Party would, be more 
frightened than anyone in the country if they 
had found themselves, or find themselves in 
the near future, in command of a large 
majority in the House of Commons, (Hear, 
hear.) Because they know as well as I do 
that the education of the party is not com- 
plete. That education is proceeding, and will 
proceed, because of the political instinct of 
our people. I have no doubt about it. I am 
not afraid of the future of our country. 
(Cheers.) Our democracy is fundamentally 
far too honest for you to have “ny fears for 
it. (Hear, hear.) The only «anger, as I 
have said, is lest, before they get a sufficient 
appreciation of the facts of the world, they 
should be stampeded into action that they 
would not take if they knew those facts. 
That is the danger. 

Mr. Baldwin next discussed the “ dole,” 
and went on to deal with modern industrial 
developments. Industrial evolution, he said, 
is going on to-day, though no one can tell 
where it is going at present. It is largely 
progressing in the direction, among other 
things, of mass production, amalgamation 
and rationalisation, One of the difficulties in | 
mass production is that there are enormous 
numbers of men and women whose whole 
time is confined to attending to some trifling 
bit of monotonous work day after day. The 
adjustment of mankind to the machine is the 
biggest problem that humanity is up against, 
and I cannot prophesy what the end is 
going to be. ere is no doubt, however, 
that this country will take the shock of this 
new world. We are getting into it now, and 
the path we are treading is uncharted. The 
road we are going through in this small 
country, feeling our way, is the road that 
other nations have got to follow. In all our 
industrial problems and difficulties we are the 

ioneers. The continent of Europe will be 
ollowing in the same path before long, and 
within twenty years the United States will 
also follow, and I think that their problems, 
when they arrive, will probably be far bigger 
and more difficult than those we are facing 
to-day. 

My deepest conviction is that this Empire 
has got to hold together. There were few 
of us who lived through the war who did not 
think that the civilisation, such as it is, 
which we built up was trembling on the 


edge of the abyss at the end of the war. | 


Another war of that magnitude would shatter 
it; it could not survive, and therefore, 
in the world is essential.

General Dawes, the British Ambassado 
in London, and Mr. Dwight W. Morrow, 
the father-in-law of Colonel Lindbergh, 
discussed the flight at the State Depart- 
ment this morning for nearly an hour, 
while affairs of international moment had 
to wait their*-turn. Mr. Morrow had told 
him, General Dawes said, that Colonel 
Lindbergh considered Major Kingsford- 
Smith as one of the greatest men of this 
generation, though he regarded the flight 
across the Pacific as possibly an even 
greater achievement than the > resent 
flight. 

Mr. Morrow added that Colonel Lind- 
bergh was worried last night about weather 
conditions over the Atlantic, and tele- 
phoned repeatedly asking for news of the 
airmen’s progress. The only criticism he 
had heard was in regard to the exact point 
of such flights, Thus the New York Sun 
says: ‘‘It seems hardly worth the effort 
or the probable cost in human lives. It 
can be done, given Ideal conditions, a good 
‘plane and a good crew—but at what profit 
to aviation ?’’ 


DESIGNER’S MESSAGE. 
Mr. Anthony H. G. Fokker, who 


designed and built the Southern Cross five

was seriously damaged, and has not flown 

since. 

The Bremen flyers had at their disposal 
one of the finest aeroplanes made and a 
proved engine, but for the rest, after 
taking all precautions regarding weather 
and the course to be followed, they trusted 
only to their compass. 


THREE THINGS HAPPENED. 

With regard to the Southern Cross, 
Major Kingsford-Smith took all the pre- 
cautions that were humanly possible at 
the present stage of the development of 
aviation. He used a tri-engined mono- 
plane, and carried an assistant piiot, 
wireless and operator, and a navigator. 
He and his crew were never in doubt about 
making the journey. When, however, 
everything seemed assured, and they 
thought that they would have no difficulty 
in making American territory, as was 
their intention—for they had not sufficient 
petrol with them to make the flight 
non-stop to New York-—the unforeseen 
happened. It was in themiddle of the 
night that three things occurred that com- 
pelled them to fly around over the south- 
eastern coast of Newfoundland for hours, 
and eventually to land at Harbour Grace 
Aerodrome, after being in the air. for 30 
hours 28 minutes. They then had only 
seven hours’ supply of petrol left. 

First they quand; a heavy fog that 
prevented them taking their bearings by 
the stars; then their compass went out of 
order, and, lastly, trouble is reported to 
have develo in the wireless receiving 
set, and they were unable to receive 
messages giving them their bearings: AH 
these combined to hinder the further 
progress of the flight, and it was some 
hours before the reception on the wireless 
set was restored. I* is stated that the 
fault in the compass was due to serious 
magnetic attraction, which is very prevalent

The actual time taken to.make Cape 
Race was 23 hours, as the airmen had 
previously estimated ; but seven hours were 
spent within a short radius before landing 
at Harbour Grace.

On the receipt of the message stating that 
the Southern Cross would land on the coast | 
of Newfoundland, Miss Saul, who, since the 
departure of Captain Saul, has been managing 
the business from which her father retired 
some years ago, wernt down to her firm’s 
premises and commenced her work as usual. — 

It was there that she received the first 
intimation that the flyers had landed. Some 
three minutes later the information was con- 
firmed by Miss Marchant, who telephoned the 
official news received from Cape Race, and 
passed on hy Baldonnel. The two girls sub- | 
sequently went to Miss Saul’s home, where 
they found a host of callers and a pile of 
telegrams and messages.

“ 1n October a conference is to meet in 

ndon to which spokesinen of various 
bodies of opinion in India and representa- 
tives of the Indian States will both be 
invited, so that there may be a free ex- 
pression of all points of view in advance 
of the stage at which the Government. will 
lay its proposals before Parliament. 

‘* As for the Commission’s plan, it is a 
plan which represents the united view of 
men who have toiled earnestly and 
sympathetically with a tremendous issue, 
but no one will be better pleased than 
ourselves if the course of discussion leads 
to its practical improvement. But what I 
feel, and what the Commission feels, is 
that any plan which may be finally drawn 
up and agreed upon as a basis for legisla- 
tion must satisfy certain tests. 

“In the first place it must consist of 
definite provisions covering the whole 
ground. It must be framed in the spirit 
of the Montagu declaration and aim at the 
purposes declared by Parliament:to be the. 
basis of British policy towards India. 
Adequate protection for the rights of 
minorities. Take due account of all 
classes, including the unseen and unheard 
masses of India. Grapple effectively with 
the difficulties of law and order and the 
essential conditions of Indian defence. 
The final test to be applied to any and 
every Constitution was—will it work? 

“The recommendations of the Commis- 
sion, I believe. satisfy these tests, and 
they are tests which wil] have to be satis- 
fied by any Constitution which is unti- 
mately adopted. 


THE FUTURE CONSTITUTION, 


“ All who know India as a whole will 
be bound to agree that the future Consti- 
tution of India cannot be a mere imitation 
at secondhand of a system .prevailing: in 
circumstances elsewhere. It 
must take a form which is suited to the 
immensity and variety of India and which 
is shaped by providing for the needs and 
circumstances of her many peoples. 

“This is the real question to be learned 
for the analogy of the Dominions: Each 
of the great self-governing Dominions of 
the Crown have grown to be what they are 
by going through a process, and in every 
case the ultimate form of government has 
been the result of a natural growth. In 
many cases it has been evolved as the 
coming together of smaller units into a 
greater federated whole. In no single 
ease does a Constitution in the British 
Empire Jay down the law that government 
must rule hy a parliamentary majority. 
These things have come about not because 
an Act of Parliament says so, but because 
in the life of a growing organisation the 
stage has been reached when it has been 
found that this was the best way in Which 
to express the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. 

“ And now we lay down our task. The 
responsibility passes to all who have the 
duty and the opportunity of considering 
and deciding tm what direction their 
influence shall be thrown. It is a respon- 
sibility which rests upon every British 
subject. It is your duty as well as mine 
to i, all you can about India and to 
form your judgment accordingly. 

“ Do not let your interest in India’s 
constitutional problem be alienated by the 
events of the last few months.”’

made good by the British Government, and 
what reply has been given to this communi- 
cation. There was aiso a notice to move tor 
papers. 

Lord Danesfort, in regard to the first 
question,, said that there was no doubt as to 
the hardships. under which ex-Service men 
now lived. it was no exaggeration to 
say that they and their families" were 
in many cases living in destitution. 
And it was a matter of regret that the 
British Government had, so far, done 
nothing for those men. He hoped 4ljat the 
time had come when the British Government, 
having regard to the grave hardships under 
which those men laboured, would do some- 
thing to relieve their sufferings, seeing that 
those sufferings were the result of the atti- 
tude of the British Government at the time 
of the Treaty. In November, 1927, the 
Free State Government appointed a Com- 
mittee of six persons to report to them on 
the question of the claims of these ex- 
Service men, and whether they had any 
Claims against the Pree State Government. 
In November, 1928, the report was signed 
and published. He asked what had been 
done; had any agreement been reached in 
respect of this matter. 

The second question had reference to the 
dependents of ex-Service men. When a de- 
pendent. in Ireland became eligible for an 
oid age pension, his or her income 
was automatically--reduced. . If resident in 
Great Britain, no difficulty would arise, and 
the dependent wculd-get the benefit of the 
full payment; but: if the dependent was 
resident in the Free State, where the old 
age pension was only ós, a week, instead of 
10s.. as im Engand, hí had ten shillings 
a week cut off tis need pension, and the 
old age petision added, so that ha suffered 
a net loss of 4s per week. That was @ real 
hardship, althcugh he © (Lord Damesfort) 
believed the actual, number of sufferers was 
small. .

LORD PASSFIELD’S REPLY. 

Lord Passfield said that it was difficult to 
reply briefly to two very difficult and 
technical questions of that nature: Lord 
Danesfort had raised ‘them as though they 
were both grievances affecting ex-Service men. 
They might have so arisen originaily, but, as 
a matter of fact, the first question fwas no 
grievance of ex‘Service men as such. The 
Pritish Government had done whatever it 


ould Lo treat the ex-Service men in.the Irish 


‘ree State equally with the ex-Service men 
m this country in the ‘matter of unemploy- 
ment. The question was one of an extremely 
technical character. It had no reference at 
ell to the ¢ontributiéns paid by ‘the men 
when they were serving in the Forces. Sach 
payments were about twelve years old, and 
no claim could, therefore, arise in respect to 
uremp.oyment benefit on insurance paid im 
1918. What happened was that, whereas a 
certain number of workmen were insured and 
paid the contributions in England and went 
over to Ireland, and afterwards expected the 
piivilezes, there were a aumber of lrishmen 
who did the same in Ireland, and came to 
England, For some time reciprocal 
arrangements were made, so that, wherever 
the contributions had been paid, the benefits 
could be drawn where» the men had been 
employed. w Ghil re “is | 

That continued until 1924, and was” then 
terminated at the instance. of the drish Free 
State, because they thought, that-there» was 
such a large number of Irish worsmen coming 
over to England for temporary employment 
and paying their contributions, and 
going back to Ireland, and that the number 
was far greater than the corresponding 
number of English workmen doing the 
opposite, Personally, he doubted that, 
because by far the great majority of Irish- 
men who came over here were agricultura!

With regard to the second question, that 
was, for what it was worth, a grievance of 
ex-Service men The need-pension was ® 
yension that was given by. the Minister of 
Pension’ in respect of dependents of de- 
ceased ex-Service men. The need-pension 
vas an amount given according to the needs 
of the dependent, and varied up to 20s. a 
week. There was no difference in the treat- 
ment of dependents of ex-Service men who 
who lived in the Irish Free State from those 
who happened to live in Great Britain. In 
each case the need-pension was assessed ac- 
cording to the same rule—the number of de- 
pendent children and so on. When the 
beneficiary received an increase of in- 
come the need was reduced, and 
the Minister of Pensions reduced 
the need benefits, because they were only 
intended to supplement the means of the 
denendents. One of these accesses of income 
vas the old age pension. When thev received 
that—say, 10s. a week in Great Britain—-the

EXPERTS’ VIEWS OF 
ADVERTISING 
dhe. ddvertising Convention discussed com- 


. ás a means of st trade, at 


its concluding session at, Hastings yesterday. 
The - Subject Ah) chrá by. Mr. 


Buchanan Taylor, Publicity and Advertising 
Manager of Messrs. «J...Lytons and Co. 
Advertisers. generally, he said, were still a 
little old-fashioned, and were afraid of com. 
petition. ‘They had yet tounderstand, as a 
body, that competition, even on their own 
door-step, was good for trade. ‘‘ What the 
mhodh. nn retailer does not realise,’’ he added, 
“is that the best way to. get a purchaser 
to buy. more is. to imbue him with an 
enthusiaSm for your goods; to create a 
definite desiré, and constantly let him see 
your ‘particular’ goods, * displayed as 
attractively as possible. I have heard it 
said that compétition is dreaded by the 
average retailer. “That is an old bogie, and 
one that must be laid, before the seling pros 
perity of the country can be restarted.”’ 

Co-cperation between the advertiser and 
the retailer, he continned, was sometimes mis- 
understood, and. meant pulling at the same 
ope 1p different divections. 

Russell Chapman, Chairman of the 
Association, said. the Convention had 
inaugurated a new period of development and 
growth; for’ advertising must always be in 
the forefront of progress, and keep itself 
free from the. shackles of precedent and 
prejudice. - He. mentioned the possibility of 
an Empire Advertising Convention and 
Exhibition in London in 1932. 

Mr, W. KE, D. Allen, M.P., said that the 
power of advertising in creating buying 
power for goods could be unlimited. The 
cieation Of fresh buying-power was the only 
guarantee against NE jg mk Mg and. it was 
extraordinary that business. men should: ever 
have got the idea, that depression in business 
was as inevitable as cyclones. If the present 
policy .of rationalisation was to succeed, it 
must be accompanied by a policy of in- 
creasing buying power. That could be done 
only by improving distribution through 
advertising, and by stimulating consumption 
through channels which afforded steady wage 
payments. 


PUBLIC CONFIDENCE. 

Mr. F. Bishop, Chairman of the 
Advertising Investigation Department Com- 
mittee, said that il was their. business to 
create “and meintam public confidence in 
advertising’ by checking anything that might 
tend to destroy that confidence and' so 
obstruct development. 

Dr. Hugh Dalton,’ Parliamentary aye 
Secretary to the Foreign. Office.. said tha 
annually the sum of .£180,000.000. was. spent 
on advertising, or 1,800 times as.much.as the 
(;overnment spent on the League of Nations— 
the international Labour Office and the Per 
manent. Court of International Justice, which 
existed in order to advertise peace and good- 
will between nations. “T think.” he said, 
‘‘we might take a lesson from you, and be 
prepared to launch forth upon a bolder pro- 
gramme in that particular line of adveftising.”’ 

There had been a gdod deal of advertising 
of unhealthy rivalries between nations, he 
concluded, and it was time that more was 
spent. on advertising the constructive and 
peaceful aspects of international relations. 

It was annownced that the Council of the 
Association had accepted an invitation from 
th» City of Glasgow and the Glasgow 
Publicity Club to hold next year’s convention 
in that city.

(5) that he did, on or abcut the 
24th July, 1929, obtain from James McLean, 
Ltd., Glasgow, the sum of £15 13s: 4d: by 
virtue of a letter signed “ W. Marsh,” 
bearing a date stanip purporting to show the 
time and date of posting as being 12.30 
p.m: on the 24th July, 1929, knowing the 
same to have been forged; (4) that he did,

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PREMIER’S 


(From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT.) 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

At the end of questions in the House of 
Commons, Mr. Baidwin invited the Prime 
Minister to indicate what business it was 
proposed to take for the remainder of the 
session. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald outlined a pro- 
grammé sufficiently formidable to keep the 
House more than fully occupied until the end 
of July, but, even so, it meant the dropping 
of the Consumers Council Bill and the 
Education Bill. The major bills which the 
Prime Minister desired to pass before the 
prorogation were the Coal Mines Bill, the 
Road Traffic Bill, the two Housing Bills and 
the Land Drainage Bill. He mentioned that 
the Government were closely considering the 
situation which had arisen in consequence of 
the alterations made by the Lords in the 
Coal Mines Bill, and said that time must 
necessarily be found to come to some con- 
clusion on the -matter. There were, he 
added, a number of more or less non- 
controversial measures which it was hoped to 
place on the Statute Book, and there was 
also a bill yet to be introduced for the estab- 
lishment of a Court of Criminal Appeal in 
Northern Ireland. In addition there were 
further supply days and the remaining 
stages of the Financial Bill, and it was pos- 
sible that emergency legislation would have 
to be considered in relation to unemploy- 
ment. He was hopeful that all this might be 
accomplished before the prorogation at the 
end of July, 

Mr. Baldwin, commenting upon the pro- 
gramme, said that it seemed to him rather 
like trying to get Maquart into a pint pot 
The thing was a physical impossibility. 

FINANCE BILL. 

The House went into Committee on the 
Finance Bill, and the discussion was con- 
tinued on Clause 29, on an amendment moved 
by Sir H. Betterton to limit the retrospec- 
tive effect of the clause to ten years prior 
to the death of the person who had trans- 
ferred his property to a private company. 

The discussion proceeded for some little 
time, when the Chancellor intimated that he 
was prepared to postpone consideration of this 
and other clauses, and to bring them in in 
an amended form. 

On this Sir Henry Betterton withdrew his 
amendment, and the Committee proceeded to 
debate Clause 34, which contained miscel- 
laneous provisions in relation to death duties. 

The remaining clauses were added to the 
bill, and the debate was adjourned. 

The schedules, the new clauses and the 
deferred clauses of the bill have yet to be 
discussed,

The 
public, of eourse, have lost heavily, if only 
on paper, - the recent severe break in 
prices, and those who have speculative posi- 
tions open may experience difficulty in meet- 
ing their engagements, a matter which would 
react upon the brokers concerned. There- 
fore, until the éetthlement is out of the way, 
it is impossible to: indicate the probable 
course of prices, 


Money and Trade. 


It has been stated that there is no chance 
pÉ a real improvement in Stock Markets 
mntil there is a revival in trade In a 
measure this is true, because so many in- 
dustrial undertakings have had to report re- 
duced earnings or a loss through the commer- 
cial depression. Iron and steel companies, 
for example, are passing through 
time, as also are textile manufaciurers, while 
more active’ trade would greatly help the 
railways. On the other hand, past ex- 
perience has shown that a period of trade 
stagnation has usually been favourable to the 
Stock Exchange. Certainly, investment 
securities for money that cannot be , em- 
ployed in industry and commerce finds its 
way into stocks and shares. At the same 
time, a real revival in trade, especially one 
due or accompanied by a sustained recovery 
in commodity prices, would have a very 
great effect upon sentiment, which, after 
all, accounts for a good deal. [It would 
lead bargain hunters to decide that the time 
had come to buy Home Rails and sound in- 
dustrial shares. A trade recovery would 
probably not be confined to this country, 
and if it came with a rise in prices of 
wool, wheat, rubber, and the base metals, 
we should see a better American market 
and a recovery:in Australian securities, and 
in those of South America, thus benefitting 
a big mass of British, investors. People 
would then wonder why they refrained from 
buving many securities at the greatly de- 
preciated level mow ruling. 


The Monetary Factor. 


Evidently there is no reason to be ap- 
prehensive regarding the monetary situation. 
This week has witnessed the customary pres- 
sure for funds incidental to the turn of the 
half-year, but afterwards there should be a 
plethora of credit, and if the exchanges be- 
come more favourable as a result of the 
recent decline in official discount rates in 
New York and Berlin, we might see con- 
ditions still easier. It would probably be 
unwise to calculate on the chance of a TÉ. 
duction in our bank rate to 24 p.c. lf 
there is to be a slackening in foreign demand 
for gold, the Bank of England will pro- 
bably take advantage of the circumstance to 
strengthen its position, which was weakened 
by the heavy withdrawals for France some 
time ago, and would be very much weaker 
still at present but for the large receipt of 
sovereigns from Australia. 


Strength of Gilt-Edged Stocks. 


The oustanding firmness of British Govern- 
ment stocks is to be attributed less to the 
monetary situation than to a desire to invest 
in absolutely safe securities usually wit- 
nessed in periods of uncertainty, but it also 
suggests that there is nothing unsound in 
the situation. To some extent the pur- 
chases may be on foreign account, a circum- 
stance that would account for the rise in 5 
p.c. War Loan, though it does not explain 
the still bigger advance in 5 p.c. Conversion 
Loan, whieh is not free of British income 
tax to foreign holders. Another reason for 
the buying is that, even in times of depres- 
sion, there is always a free market for home 
Government Stocks, and the merit of some 
securities is not merely the yield they afford, 
but the éadiness with which they can be sold, 
if such a course is necessary. This remark 
applies in lesser degree to English Corpora- 
tion Stocks, prices of which still leave room 
for appreciation, if the rise in Government 
securities is justified. 


Policy of the Investor. 


What the ordinary investor should do in 
the present state of affairs is a good deal dis- 
cussed just now. Some sound advice upon 
this point was given in the latest circular of 
one of the big financial institutions. Obviously 
stocks should not be sold now, if such a step 
is not necessary, even though the seller may 
do so with a view to buying back at a lower 
level. To operate in this way is to take a 
speculative chance, for there is at least the 
risk that after he sold markets would ex- 
perience a general recovery. Equally, it 
would be unwise to sell securities in order to 
buy others which appear to be attractively 
low. Ly doing so the investor might be sell- 
ing good stocks at the worst of the depres- 
sion, and ultimately find that he is worse off 
as a result of the exchange. 


Some Suggestions. 


The problem is a rather difficult one, but 
people with spare capital could scarcely go 
wrong in buying British Govt. and Corpora- 
tion Stock, some Railway prior-charge issues 
especially the Preferences—and the. best In- 
dustrial shares, such as Courtaulds, Coats, 
Imperial . Chemical Industries, United 
Molasses, Turner and Newall, Dunlop Rubber 
and Imperial Tobaceo. In other directions, 
of course, there is great scope for the specu- 
lator or speculative investor. It is probable 
that the mild revival in Transvaal Gold shares 
will continue, and in this group there are 
wus Farge amongst which may be 
mentioned East Rand, Randfontein, Consoli- 
dated Main Reef, and, perhaps, Simmer and 
Jack, Tin shares will recover, or further de- 
cline with the metal, and those who contem- 
is on | an interest in this section must 

e prepared for a long wait until trade revives 
to an extent sufficient to warrant a much 
better price for the metal. The same applies 
to Copper shares, and in some measure to 
Rubber issues, All such shares are depressed 
by the exceptionally low prices of the pro- 
ducts, and, speaking generally, it can scarcely 
be said that the aa has more than dis- 
counted. this adverse point. Rubber shares, 
for example, would be over-valued if there 
were reason to think that the commodity 
would remain at about 6d. per Ib. for a long 
time to come, for many estates cannot make 
a profit at this price. 


Underground Electric Issues. 


The activity of Underground ¥'ectric Ral 
ways Income Bonds and Shares provides a 
reminder, if such were necessary, that holders 
of the bonds should either sell in the market 
or exercise their option of converting their 
security into Ordinary £1 shares, thus obtain- 
ing the latter at 21s., as compared with the 
current market price of over 23s. 6d. One of 
these two courses should be adopted because 
after the expiration of the date, June 30, for 
effecting the conversion, the company will 
have the right to repay holders of the bonds 
at 103, against the present. market, price of 
abont 111, on giving them six months’ 
notice.

BRITISH FUNDS FIRM. 

Busihess was on a rather quiet stale in the 
majority of directions in the London Stock 
markets for the greater part of «yesterday, 
and, in view of the overnight reaction in New 
York, some uncertainty was apparent. There 
was, however, no evidence of selling pressure, 
and in a number of directions the initial 
losses were partially recovered later in the 
day. There was again a quiet ‘investment 
demand for British ;Funds, and althongh 
quotations showed little alteration, slightly 
higher levels were returned here and there.

WHITE STAR DIVIDEND SURPRISE. 

Surprise was caused in the City of London 
yesterday by the announcement, that the 
White Star Line are having .to call on the 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company to pay 
the half-year’s dividend due on July 1 on 
White Star 64 per Cent. Preference Shares. 
It was authoritatively announced last week 
that the White Star Preference dividend 
would be duly paid, and it was assumed that 
that company had earned the necessary 
money. It now appears that the profits have 
been insufficient for the purpose. The White 
Star Line is controlled by the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company, and when the White 
Star issued their Preference shares, they 
were unconditionally guaranteed for dividend 
and capital by the R.M.S.P. The total of 
the hite Star Preference shares Is 
£5.000,.000, and the dividend has hitherto 
been earned and paid by the White Star Line 
itself. 

It was also announced yesterday that the 
directors of the R.M.8.P. Company had de- 
cided not to pay any dividends on that co'n- 
pany’s £900,000 5 per Cent. Preference and 
£2,900,000 6; per Cent. Preference stocks, 
due on July 1. No dividend was paid on 
these stocks for the second half of 1929, but 
the dividends for the first half were duiy 


forthcoming. 


ROYAL MAIL STEAM. 

In view of the poor results announced by 
the Roval Mail Steam Packet Company tor 
the year 1929, for which period £300, had 
to be taken from the Main Fund in 
order to pay Debenture interest for one year 
and the Preference dividend for the first half 
of 1929 only, it is not surprising that the 
directors have resolved not to pay any 
dividend on the Preference stocks on July 1 
next. There is the more reason for this in 
the fact that an Advisory Committee Is now 
examining the position, and it is at least 
possible that some important proposals will 
be the outcome. That the non-payment of 
the interest was fully expected is indicated 
by current quotations of these 5 per Cert. 
and 65 per Cent. Preference stock—namely, 
about 27 to 35. The 64 per cent. stock 1s 
cumulative, but the other is not. lt was 
announced some time ago that the July 1 
dividend on White Star 65 per Cent. Prefer- 
ence Shares will be paid at the due date. 
The directors state that profits for the half- 
year were insufficient for the purpose, and 
consequently the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Company will provide the necessary funds 
under its guarantee. ' 


RUBBER INDUSTRY AND RESTRICTION. 

An important meeting of the British-Dutch 
Rubber ‘J.iaison Committee is being held im 
London to-day to consider what steps shall 
Le taken to relieve overproduction of rubber. 
It is understood that an everwhelming 
majority of the Dutch growers are in favour 
cf Government intervention and a co-opera- 
tive restriction scheme with British companies 
will be put forward. The efficient manner in 
which the much-criticised Stevenson scheme 
brought prosperity to the industry shows that 
for the five years during whicn the scheme 
ruled an average price of over Js. 74d. was 
obtained for rubber. 


FERTILISER PRICES, 

The German artificial nitrate industry is 
expected to reduce the price of ammonium 
salehake by seven pfennigs per kilogram 
(about 8$d. per 2.2 lb.) for fertilisers as from 
the year beginning on ist July. This re- 
duction will be a special measure to compete 
with Chilian nitrate. A year ago Germany 
lowered the price of ammonium , sulphate— 
hy five: pfennigs—to 80 pfennigs per kilo- 
gram (about 94d. per 2.2 Ib.).

POTTERY COMBINE. 

The negotiations which were in progress 
last year for the formation of a _ pottery 
combine, and were dropped. when the financial 
collapse occurred in the autumn, are ‘ikely to 
be revived when conditions are again favour- 
able. Twenty China’ manufacturing firms at 
Longton, Stoke-on-Trent, had agreed to amal- 
gamate, and a company was to be formed 
with a capital of £1,000,000, under the siyle 
of English China Corporation. It was stated 
that the firms entering the combine included 
some of the largest producers and makers of 
all classes of china. The building of a large 
factory was contemplated.

Mr. A. H. Riseley, in seconding tlie adop- 
tion of the balance sheet and directors’ 
report, said he would like to take the 
opportunity of expressing his gratitude to 
the chairman and directors for the ability 
they had shown in booking twenty-one 
ships and steering the company through its 
first two years. The fact that the second 
years working showed a balance of over 
£30,000, he considered, reflected great credit 
on the management.

William Byrne, a commission agent, of 
Watch street, Longford, for personal injuries

MARRIED PRINCESS'S MAID. 

Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Geoghegan said that his client bore a name 
which was somewhat unusual in this 
country. He was a Frenchman, and since 
1901 had resided in County Longford, 
where he had a farm of 49 acres. His wife, 
who was of Irish nationality, had been a maid 
to the Princess de Terrain, a member of a 
| well-known French banking family, and met 
her husband in Paris. In 1901 they came to 
Ireland, and settled in County Longford. 

On Saturday evening, November 17th, 1928, 
the plaintiff was walking along the road from 
Longford to Coolnahinch, on his proper side, 
when the defendant drove along in his motor 
car from behind, knocked him down, and 
injured him. He picked the plaintiff up and 
placed him in the car with the intention of 
taking him to hospital. When the defendant 
reached Dublin street, Longford, he ap- 
parently crashed into a stationary motor car. 

To what extent the plaintiff was injured in 
both collisions it would be impossible for 
the witnesses clearly to state, but the extent 
and nature of the plaintiff's injuries would be 
made very clear.

“CROCKED” FOR LIFE. 

Counsel, proceeding, said that the plaintiff 
was fifty-five vears of age, and had been 
a man of fine physique, and very strong and 
active until the time of the accident. As a 
result of the collisions he sustained injuries 
in different parts of the body. He was now 
absolutely ‘‘crocked,’* and physically dis. 
abled for life. He had virtually lost the 
sight of his right eye. After the collisions 
the plaintiff was eight weeks in hospital, and 
was under medical and surgical care there- 
after. 

Evidence was then called on behalf of the 
plaintiff. 

Medical evidence having been given on 
both sides, 

Mr. FitzGerald said that 
injuries were undoubtedly 
Ailondeat’s negligence, and the. defendant 
must bear the full and fair financial loss 
which the plaintiff had suffered as a result 
thereof, It was for the jury to assess that 
sum in a common sense way.

The parties now had come to a settlement, on 
the basis of which he would ask his lordship to 
make an order, and the order he suggested 
was that, the plaintiff so consenting, the 
Court declared that the estate of the deceased, 
Mr. Walsh, had been administered, and that 
the partnership carried on by him had been 
constituted and was subsisting between Marvy 
Walsh. his widow, and his children, the 
plaintiff, the defendant, Margaret M, Walsh, 
Bridget C..Walsh, and Winifred A. Walsh, 
and, the partners having entered into the 
consent set out, the Court made no order on 
the plaintiff’s application for administration, 
the consent to be received and made a rule 
of court. 

The consent, which was not read out, was 
handed in. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, having added Mar: 
garet M. Walsh, Bridget C. Walsh and Win- 
fred A. Walsh as defendants by consent, made 
an order in the terms of the consent, which 
he received and made a rule of court. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr.
